YOUNG WOMAN’S BODY FOUND 
ON THE BEACH AT WINNETKA. 


Many Persons Visit Undertaking 
Booms, but None Can Make Identifi- 
. cation—In Water Only Short Time. 


In the shallow water of the lake beach at 
the foot of Cherry street, Winnetka, the 
body of a young woman was found yesterday 
afternoon. It appeared to have been in the 
water only a short time—not more than three 
hours, the undertaker said. No oné in the 
Village was able to identify it, however, al- 
though many persons visited the undertahing 
rooms. 

Fred Burkett, a 16 year old boy living a 
few blocks from the lake, made the discovery. 
He reported to Marshal Harry Madson, who 
had the body removed to Block’s undertaking 
rooms. No marks of identification were dis- 
covered and the only possible clew was a tiny 
flag pin with the inscription “ Put-in-Bay.”’ 

The body is that of a woman 25 years of 
age. She was plainly clothed with a purple 
checked dress. One of the shoes, which were 
of tace style, was torn at one side. There 
| were ink stains on one finger which led Mar- 
shal Madson to suggest she had been writing 
before her death. She did not appear to have 
been a working woman. 

The shore near where the body was foui2 
is built up with houses almost to the beach. 
Children had been pla'ying on the sand a few 
hours before the Burkett boy made the dis- 
covery. There are no piers or breakwaters 
for some distance. 

“ There is a strong in-shore and down-shore 
current in the lake here,’’ said Madson. “‘ The 
woman may have entered the water farther 
north and been borne down here by these 
currents. It is not believed she lived in Win- 
netka. The electric cars pass at no great 
distance from the lake and she could have 
come on one of them and gone to the shore 
ee any one taking particular notice of 

er.”’ 

The inquest will be held this morning at 
10 o'clock. 


WITNESSES NAME GALLAGHER 
IN THE BIEDERMANN MURDER. 


Boy Points Out “Slugger” as One Who 
Shot Constable, and Man Tells of Slot 
Machine Raid and Fight.

More testimony throwing light on the mur- 
der of Constable Biedermann in a Blue 
Island saloon last summer was presented 
yesterday by the state in Judge McEwen's 
court, “Jack” Gallagher and his fellow- 
defendants showed little interest in the 
ceedings. 

James Keenan, who accompanied Bieder- 
mann on the slot machine raid, gave evidence 
concerning the meth of constables. The 
witness said he expected to get part of the 
money taken from the machines. Just before 
the constable and his assistants entered the 
saloon, Keenan said, he was handed a re- 
volver by Biedermann, whodeclared: ‘‘ Just 
put this in your pocket in case those on the 
inside should start a bluff.”’ 

As the constable’s party entered the sa- 
loon, said the witness, Biedermann ordered 
Keenan to seize the slot machine. At the 
same moment Gallagher stepped forward, 
placed his hand on the machine, and said: 
* No, you won't.” 

Keenan heard a rush of feet from the rear 
end of the saloon, and, turning, was knocked 
down. He heard a shot fired, but did not 
know who shot. 

Joseph Bruner, proprietor of the Loop sa- 
‘loon in which Biedermann was killed, and 
his 15 year old son Alfred pointed out Galla- 
gher, Axel Vedeen, and John Sandberg as 
the men who attacked the eonstable. The 
boy identified Gallagher also as the man 
who shot Biedermann.

‘TOPIGH? BOUITABLE PLAN 


DIRECTORS AGREE TO MUTUALIZE 


Crimmins Committee Is Not Satisfied 
.. with Manner of Proposed Reform to 
Policy Holders, Which Will Neces- 
sitate Four Years Before They Will 
Have Majority—Hyde Still Remains 
in Control, and Question May Go to 
Legislature for Settlement. 


New York, March 21.—[Special.}—The plan 
of mutualization drawn up by ‘a special 
committee of seven directors of the Equita- 
ble Life Assurance society was unanimously 
adopted at a meeting of the board of direct- 
ors this afternoon. 

The plan provides for the election of twen- 
ty-eight directors by the policy holders and 
twenty-four by the stockholders. Of thir- 
teen directors to be elected next December 
seven will be chosen by the policy, holders 
and six by the stockholders, and so on each 
year until the mutualization is completed. 
This will take four years, thirteen directora 
retiring annually under the laws of the 
society. 

The committee unanimously recommends 
that the charter of the society be amended 
to provide that twenty-eight of the fifty-two 
directors of the society shall be elected by 
the policy holders and twenty-four by the 
stockholders, the division each year being at 
the ratio of seven to six. 


Every Policy Holder May Vote. 

In order to vote every policy holder must 
have had his policy a year, and paid a year’s 
premium, before he can qualify tovote. The 
right to vote is given to all policy holders, ir- 
respective of the amounts of their policies, 
with this restriction. In some other mutual 
cotnpanies only holders of $5,000 policits or 
over have that privilege. 

The plan adopted has been opposed by the 
Crimmins committee, which announced the 
other day that only immediate mutualization 
would satisfy the policy holders in whose in- 
terests it was acting. It is learned the com- 
mittee intends to fight the plan which now 
has the approval of the directors. 

In all probability the committee's bill, pro-. 
viding that, at the next_election,.a new board 
of directors be elected with the policy hold- 
ers having one vote for each share, be pre- 
| sented to the legislature. A hint also was 

made tonight that legal proceedings might be 
takeh in addition. 

It is said the committee probably will hold 
a meeting tomorrow to decide what should be 
done. The committee said it had communi- 
cations from more than 100,000 policy hold- 
ers, whom it represents, the majority of 
whom want some drastic action taken, and 
some letters are said to favor an investiga- 
tion into the society's affairs. 


Hyde Remains in Control. 

Frank H. Platt, counsel for the Crimmins 
policy holders’ committee, said after the re- 
sult became known: . 

“Even this provision of giving twenty- 
eight directors to the policy holders eventu- 
ally mhy be of great value to them if they 
organize and continue actively to maintain 
| the position which they have gained by elect- 
ing directors of their own choice. But this 
acti of the board has continued Hyde in 
control, for the present at least, and if the 
policy holdefs next December and at subse- 
quent meetings should give proxies to per- 
sons selected by the management, today’s 
grant to them will be empty. 

“The board's action is no surprise. Forty 
members of the board owe their positions as 
directors to Hyde ang@‘they have given him 
their allegiance. February, in haste, 
they resolved to give policy holders the power 
of voting immediately. Today they have 
withdrawn that action\and have voted to 
continue Hyde in control. It is not difficult 
to understand what happened meanwhile. 

“I think it entirely within the power of the 
policy holders honestly to mutualize the so- 
clety by going to the legislature. In the pres- 
ent state of public opinion the legislature 
will not refuse to transfer the voting power 
to the policy holders. In any event, a single 
policy holder is strong enough to oust those 
officers and directors who have been using 
the society for their personal benefit. From 
what I know of the sentiment among policy 
holders. I believe action will be taken which 
will truly accomplish the purpose of putting 
the property of the corporation under the 
control of men who will feel their duty is to 
the policy holders rather than to Hyde.”

MOBS AND POLICY CONDEMNED. 


Laws Against Them Are Indorsed at 
Meeting of Negroes in Olivet 
Baptist Church. 


Resolutions indorsing bills introduced in 
the Illinois legislature to suppress mob vio- 
lence and for the prevention of policy playing 
were passed last night at a meeting of the 
negroes in Olivet Baptist church, Twenty- 
seventh and Dearborn streets. The principal 
speaker was Attorney B. F. Moseley. 

“Every colored man in Ilinois should in- 
sist on the passage of the bill to suppress mob 
violence,”” he said. ‘‘ The fixed conviction of 
the southern states that the negro is not the 
equal of the white man is spreading north- 
ward and may be responsible for a growing 
indifference as to the rights of the northern 
negro. A law dismissing from office the sheriff 
of any county where mob violence o¢curs 
and making him liable to the victim’s family 
for damages will do much to correct this ten- 
dency.”’ 

The resolution in favor of the bill for the 
prevention of policy playing stated that “ the 
habit of policy playing has become one of the 
most degrading systems of gambling known 
to civiligation, through belief that some- 
thing can be had for nothing—a principle false 
in theory and practice, as well as a sin 
against man and God.”

Washington; D. C., March 21.—[{Special.}]—

Charles B. Morrison, assistant United States 
district attorney at Chicago, to be district 
attorney to fill the vacancy created by the 
promotion of Sol Bethea to the District 
bench. This appointment was made on the 
recommendation of Attorney General 
Moody, although Mr. Morrison was indorsed 
by Senators Cullom and Hopkins. When 
| Mr. Bethea was apnointed to the bench At-

Charles B. Morrison had the reputation of 
being one, of the best state’s attorneys in 
Illinois before he became associated with 
the work of the federal district attorney’s 
office in Chicago. He was state’s attorney 

of Lee county for four successive terms 
from 1880 to 1896. 

Mr. Morrison is the son of Abram Mor- 
rison, one of the pioneers of northern IIli- 
nois. He was born 50 years ago on a farm 
ten miles from Dixon. After completing a 
common school education he came to Chi- 

cago and studied law in the old Union col- 
lege, now Northwestern university law 
school, from which he was graduated in 
1876. 

On the termination of his service as state’s 
attorney Mr. Morrison went into partner- 
ship with Mr. Bethea in Dixon. In 1897 he 
was appointed assistant to Gen. Back, who 
was then United States district attorney, 
and was retained by Mr. Bethea, who suc- 
ceeded to the office a year ago. While his 
work has required his almost constant pres- 
ence in Chicago, Mr. Morrison retains Dixon 
as a residence. He 1s married and has three 
daughters. 

Attorney Francis Hanchett, who is now 
second assistant district attorney, probably 
will be given the position vacated by Attor- 
ney Morrison. Attorney Robert Childs, it 
is believed, will be moved up to the former 
position of Mr. Hanchett

LORDS DISCUSS NAVY PROGRAM. 
Britons Think Nation Must Maintain 


Two or Three Power 
Standard. 


LONDON, Marchi 21,—In the house of lords 
this evening the naval expenditure was 
lengthily discussed on: the call of the liberal 
leader, Earl Spencer, for papers regarding 
the naval program. He said he did not desire 
to condemn the government, but he wanted 
an explanation of the plans involving the 
withdrawal of such a large number of ves- 
sels from the list of vessels which could be 
commissioned for active service and the rea- 
sons for the increased expenditure since 
1894-95. 

Viscount Gosctien justified the vast in- 
crease in the last fifteen years. He said 
the two power standard was no longer ap- 
plicable. One thing had been strongly 
brought out by the Russo-Japanese waf— 
namely: difficulties which might arise with 
neutrals and the necessity of maintaining 
an attitude of dignity and power thereto. 
Viscount Goschen said when any power with 
twelve battleships was ready within 100 miles 
of the English coasts, that was the power 
which must be considered side by side with 
preparations to meet. any two powers with 
whom Great Britain might have to deal. 

The first lord of the admiralty, the earl of 
Selbourne, 
was due to the fact that the whole naval 
aspect of the world, east and west, had 
changed. Within the last thirteen years new 
navies had sprung up. Russia recently had 
suffered great losses, but the fleet of Japan 
had come into existence; America and Ger- 
many had evolved navies of equal strength 
and efficiency, while the great French navy 
had maintained its efficiency. Great Britain 
must maintain a two and possibly three 
power standard, 

At Lord Selbourne’s request Lord Spencer 
withdrew his motion for papers. 


CLAIMS NEUTRALITY VIOLATION. 


German Paper Calls Buelow’s Attention 
* “to Shipments of Arms to 
7 Russia. 


_ BERLIN, March 22.—The Vorwaerts calis 
Chancellor von Billow’s attention to the fact 
that the German arms and ammunition fac- 
tory, formerly the firm of Loewe, is manufac- 
turing several hundred machine guns for 
Russia, and that many already have been 
shipped to Moscow. The company, the Vor- 
waerts asserts, is working with feverish 
haste under direction of a Russian artillery 
officer, to complete the rest of the order.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 22, 2:20 a. m.— 
Recurrences and extensions of agrarian trou- 
bles are noted, and near Libau workmen and 
peasants are making common cause. The 
Caucasus is already the scene of armed re- 
sistance to the forces of civil authority, and 
in the region around Kieff, where the peas- 
ants are increasingly bold, there have been 
many cases of violence.

by Baron Solsky, vice president of the council 
of ministers, will begin its sessions March 24 
at Baron Solsky’s private residence. It is 
announced the commission will consider the 
schemes presented by the provincial no- 
bility, zemstvos, municipal, and other as- 
semblies until Oct. 1, when it will present a 
report to the council of the empire, which 
will take until Nov. 1 to elaborate the final 
form of selecting the delegations, the selec- 
tions to be made Jan. 1.

The officials here are 
displeased at the reports, which they con- 
strue as tending to force the hand of France 
into a more aggressive and belligerent policy 
than ‘anything France contemplates. Iinti- 
mations are made that the United States oc- 
cupies the best position to send warships, 
owing to the length of time the American 
controversy with Venezuela has been pend- 
ing, whereas the French controversy is of 
comparatively recent origin and has not yet 
been decided by the courts.

— La 
Provence, the latest and largest steamer in 
the Hawre-New York service of the French 
line, was successfully launched today.

If the expedition had succeeded, others 
would have followed.

Thus Diaz had the chance which Castro never 
yet has had. It is not inconcefvable that 
Castro may intend to do for Venezuela what 
Porfirlo Diaz has done for Mexico, and that 
he has entered into the arrangement with 
Germany and England in order to secure the 

tunity with which the United States 
supplied Diaz some thirty years ago, and 
without which the latter might never have 
known the meaning of peace and order. 

Of course, there is a difference in the condi- 
tions. Our government protected Mexico 
against hostile invasion on high grounds. 
Germany and England have gone into this 
enterprise to make money. Nevertheless, if 
the result be the same in Castro's case—that 
of leaving him free to undertake the social, 
industrial, and material rehabilitation of his 
country—who knows that we shall not see 
another Spanish-American republic rise 
from the ashes of turmoil and desolation?

EASTERN GRAIN MEN PROTEST. 


Object to Railroads Diverting the Traf- 
fic from Atlantic Seaboard to 
the Gulf Ports. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 21.—The trans- 
portation committee of the commercial ex- 
change today adopted a resolution protesting 

against the establishment by the railroads 
of “ differentials in favor of the gulf ports as 
against the ports of the Atlantic seaboard so 
large as to prevent the latter from obtaining 
their legitimate share of the export grain 
“traffic of the country.’’ The contention of 
the Atlantic coast grain merchants is that 
the differentials against the seaboard should 
be at least 1 cent less.

NOLAN SAYS WESTERN FIGHTER 
WANTED NELSON TO QUIT. 


Manager of the “Battling” Pugilist 
Gives Alleged Explanation for Cal- 
ifernia Champion's Action in Turn- 
ing Down Chicago Pugilist for Ja- 


He Wants It—Ring Gossip. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 21.—[Special. ]— 
Billy Nolan, Battling Nelson's manager, to- 
day made a statement which casts a cloud 
upon the fairness and fighting ability of 
Jimmy Britt. Nolan says it is not because 
Britt wishes to fight for the international 
championship that he is sidestepping Nelson, 
but simply because the latter refuses to “ lay 
down to him. 

“It is not the bonus that is standing in the 
way of the Nelson-Britt fight,” said Nolan, 
: but it is for no other reason than that the 

* Battling’ Dane declines to ‘lay down’ *o 
Britt. Before the forfeits were posted and 
prior to the terms of the agreement being 
talked over Willie Britt came to me and said: 
‘ You know, Billy, this match will have to be 
fixed up for us before we sign any articles. 
Jimmy can’t afford to take any chances, and 
Nelson will have to agree to quit or else there 
will not be any fight as far as the Britts are 
concerned.’ 

“ This line of talk staggered me, and I told 
Willie there would be no such arrangement 
entered into as long as I m Nelson, 
and if Britt wanted to fight Nelson he would 
have to go in and wih or lose on his merits, 
As soon as the Britts saw they could not in- 
duce us to cook the fight up so no ‘ Britt 
gravy’ would be spilled they refused to post 
their forfeits, and the international match 
with Jabez White began to assume a busi- 
ness-like look.”’ 

Of course Britt will deny this assertion, 
and it will be a question of veracity between 
the two men. Nolan is wild to get his man 
matched with Britt, and this story may be 
his method of forcing Britt into line. It is 
known here that Britt has wired to White 
urging him to come at once.

in the proper position or the soil in which 
they are planted is not suitable. 

The most suitable place for a rose bed is In 
an open, sunny spot, protected from easi 
and north so the winds do not howl through 
the bed; never In a shady place or under or 
in proximity to large trees. ‘The rose in 
close proximity fo a jarge:tree can never 
ho to thrive. In @ sense it takes um-

roots, of food—it just sickens, Groops, and 

“dies. A good place for a windmill is a poor 

place for a rose bed. 


Now it is not necessary to have a rose bed 
in the most conspicuous place or in the 
closest proximity to the house, or in the 
most commanding position in the garden, 
because there are seasons when a rose bed 
is not the most charming thing to look on, 
so we will try and find a place such as’ we 
have mentioned in a spot. where the rose can 
be the rose, whether & has flowers on or 
not and where one does not have to go and 
look at it unless one wants to. The size of 
the bed depends on how much we can afford. 
It must have not less that (fifteen plants, 
twenty would be better, as a minimum, and 
as large as you can affordjafter that. The 
ground must be well drained, the soil must 
be moderately heavy loam and deep, not less 
than two and a half feet, four feet will be 
better, and if there is not good soil to the 
depth of two and a half feet the poor soil 
must come out and the!space filled in witb 
such soil as will grow good corn, good pota- 
toes, and good strawberries.

Thrée rows of roses in a bed four feet wide 
is a convenient size and easily worked. The 
size of roses to plant should be strong two 


’ year old plants,whether they are on their own. 


roots or grafted or budded. it matters not, 
providing the roots are strong and healthy, 
without which success need not be expected. 
In planting, if the roses are budded or graft- 
ed, which can easily be ascertained, let them 
be made deep enough so that the junction of 
the graft or bud is three inches (not more) 
lower than the surface of the ground will be 
when the bed is“finished. Always make 
firm, spread out the roots, cut down the 
plants about one-half their height. Never 
leave them without thus pruning. The time 
to plant is in the early spring, and in October 
and November. Whether planted in the 
spring or in the fall, muich the whole of the 
bed with half rotten manure, two inches 
thick, give a good soaking with water, and 
leave them to make good. 


The kinds of roses to plant depends entire- 
ly upon how many and where they are to be 


Out of 
these it would be possible to select, say, 150, if 
a really lafge collection was decided to be 
grown. Then the Nest could be cut to 100 
kinds, better for us perhaps, to fifty kinds, 
or even less.

HELP LOCAL OPTION BILL. 


REPRESENTATIVES ACT AFTER 
SPEAKER SURRENDERS. 


House Refers Measure to Judiciary 
Committee, Keeping It Away from 
Men, Wtom Anti-Saloon 
League Charged with Being “Load- 
ed” Against Measure—All Lawyers 
to Passe on It-Chances Best in « 
Leng Time—Pastor Has “Bribe.” 


[BY A OTArT CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, March 
Local option gained a qualified victory this... 
morning. The bill was sent to the judiciary 
committee of the house by a vote of T¥ to 4. 
The Anti-Baloon leagué Gid not secure its 
reference to the elections committee, as it 
desited, but it prevented reference to the 
Hcense committees, against which it bitterly 
‘was opposed. This ends the first stage of the 
warfare in the house on the temperance ques- 
tion. The fight was warming up and proba- 
bly will break out later. 

When Speaker Shurtleff laid the will before 
the house he also handed in a bunch of letters 
gent to him by Supt. Anderson of the league. 
To these letters Shurtleff took exception, con- 
sidering one a threat. In them reference was 
made to the fect that he is an attorney for 
the liquor dealers in his own town, but An- 
derson admitted this might not influence the 
speaker's actions. 

§hurtleff Gives In to League. 

Mr. Shurtleff called attention to the fact 
that the subject matter of the bill was not 
such as to make it proper for consideration 
by the elections committee, but said: 

“'The chair desires to carry out arrange- 
ments made last -week with the friends and 
opponents of this measure, and will ask the 
unanimous consent of the house that the 
bill be referred by a majority of the house. 
Since the fairness and integrity of the chair 
and the integrity of the license committee 
have been. attacked in letters of the Anti- 
Saloon league, the chair will refuse to recog- 
nize any motion to refer the bill to the license 
committee.’’ 

Anderson and the league had about all 
they wanted in that last statement, and the 
discussion which followed concerning the 
‘committee to handle the meas@re was not of 
great moment. So long as it @id not go to 
the Hcense committee, which was considered 
loaded against it, the league was fairly well 
satisfied. 

All the Lawyers to Handle Bill. 

Representative Austin endeavored to have 
it referred to the license committee and the 
judiciary and municipa) corporations com~- 
mittees also were On the final roll 
call the bill was sent to the judiciary, of 
which Re ve Castie is chairman, 
and which is composed of forty-two members 
of the house, including all the attorneys. . 

Representatives Allen and Sheen had in- 
sisted that the proper way to dispose of the 
measure was to act on It without reference, 
and this would have been the most satisfac- 
tory to the league. The bill probably will be 
reported out goon.

The result has been to cause 
enforced purchasers of prison made desks to 
become discontented. Shoes are said to be 
offered to state institutions now for less than 
the prisons can buy the raw leather.
